Since December 1st last year the 
new company have been busy put 
ting the plant into first class repair, 
in fact a new piant has been con 
atructed, consisting of new poles, 
ranging in height from 45 to CO 
feet. They will have cables ex- 
tending from central to corner of 
May-villa & High, also to Main A 
Sycamore streets, 1400 feet in all, 
with capacity in each for 100 pairs 
of wires tor 100 telephones.
